| IMPRESSED BY IGNORANCE - 

Opening the discussion on the 
sallent points of the. report, “Mrs. 
Selwyn-Ciarke said sho had been 
impressed by the gencral stato of 
ignorance in Hongkong with regard to 
tna position of birth control in 
relation to what wos actually hop- 
pening in Great Britain. y 

“We have tried,” she said, “to get 
some publicity. for this report in the 
Hongkong press, not only because the 
League needs far moro publicity but 
because It does scem necessary to try 
and inform the citizens of Hongkong, 


both foreign and Chinese, 'of what 


is actually. happening In Great Bri- 
tain. 1 would Ike to welcome any 
suggestions of members of the League 
viho have Been. here longer than I 
am as to how we could make known 
the circulars recelvtd from Home. 
[ tried to summarise them by a Icticr 
to the S. C. M. Post, but I fccl that 
this alone is not enough. Jt ts a 
problem which I feel is worthy of 
tackling during the coming year, . 

“The other question is tho very 
small attendance we have. We, are 
sn & Most extraordinary position; we 
have a great deal of moncy which 
we ore quite unable to spend and 
we have most influential people con- 
nected with this League, We have 
‘an extraordinary large ‘amount of 
money to spare and yet we have o 
clinic with on avernge attendance of 
six, elght and 10 patients every 
afternoon. We have spent practical- 
ly no money but we have asked Prof. 
Nixon in Englond to send us sup- 
aes which are normally used ln 


‘birth control clinics at Home and 


these will take some of our money. 
Nevertheless, we are making a very 
poor show at the Violet Peel Health 
Centre every Thursday with such a 
small attendance. We hnuve doctors, 
nurses and midwives and yet we are 
nble to do: only very little work in- 
deed. I feel we should function to 
{ull capacity ond when this Is 
achieved we should then open (ur- 
ther clinics in other parts of the 
Colony. I feel that unless we can 
qet at least three clinics we can 
hardly be satisficd with the work we 
havo here.” ° i 


MEDICAL SUPPORT 


Prot. Gerrard sald he felt a great 
deal could be done if the support of 
the medical community could be 
cbtained. He was not pessimistic, 
he sald, os to the future if the League 
could get their help. 

Mrs. Hole suggested that the 
League should co-oporate with the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade, saying 
that it had a number of clinics In the 
outlying districts and Sf one of their 
nurses could be trained to do the 
works tremendous good would be 

one. ; . 

Dr. Eva Ho Tung, of the .Tsang 
Yuk Hospital, sald although she could 
not.speak of the Government attitude 
she felt that there was a great need 
for the work the League was under- 
taking. She had sent a number ‘of 
cases to. tie Lengue's clinic, which 
was in charge of Dr. Hunter. 

The Chairman remarked that the 
Lengue should endeavour 'to extend 
{ts activities during the year and he 
felt, sure the Committee would cx- 
ttore all possibilites with this end in 
view. 

Dr. Kirk and Dr. Woo associated 
themselves with the remarks of Prof. 
Gerrard. Both said they were whole- 


heartedly in sympathy and desirous }- 
of helping the League fn any posstbic | 


way, Dr, Kirk added they should te 
assured that the present situation of 
the League would be entirely altered 
vithin ‘the next’ 12 months:{n view 
of the complete confidence they had 
In their new’ secretary, and . such 
support he felt: sure would come.

The latest developments in 
the European sphere leaves the 
mind groping for the real 
intentions of the powers, dis- 
mayed by the inconsistencies of 
diplomacy and altogether un- 
certain of the future trend. But 
taking the situation as a whole 
there are one or two hopeful: 
aspects; indications of a chang- 
ing mental attitude which may 
encourage the exponents of 
peaceful policy. Since the Ger- 
man occupation of Austria and 
the delicate balance which -re- 
sulted, there hag been a general 
retreat from violence and an 
apparently genuine attempt on 
the part of one “belligerent” 
nation to reach a compromise 
with a suspected rival. Italy has 
signed an agreement with Great 
Britain, and for. the firat. time 
in years these two nations are 
on terms which do not cause 
misgivings. But the agreement 
was only won at the cost of a 
retrent from the moral stand 
taken by Great Britain, and to 
many is unsatisfactory for that 
reason. Yesterday despatches 
from Europe told of Lord Hali- 
fax having failed to win un-! 
animous recognition at Geneva 
for Italian sovereignty in. 
Ethiopia. When it is. remem- 
bered that there were many wha 
would have had Britain go to 
war to prevent. the Italian oc- 
cupation of this territory, the 
attitude of the Government is a 
little disconcerting. Had’ the 


‘lintervening developments- not 


been known to an observer he 
must have been dumfounded by 


‘this actually astonishing change 


of policy. And, it must be said, 
he. probably would have been 
not a little shocked had he been 
an Englishman. However, the 
word of the Chamberlain ad- 
ministration must be taken that 
best.

Guarantors Must Pay 
‘On Bond Breach 


On behalf of His Majesty the King, 
the Attorney-Gencral brought an 
netion before Mr. Justice RE, Lind- 
sellin the Summuory Court this morn- 
Ing, agulust Yip al-cheuny and Yip 
Ku-cheung, claiming $1,000 for 
alleged brench of 1 bond, for which 
they stood surctics, : 


Mr. EF. . Williams, Assistant 
Attorney-General, instructed by Mr, 
M. J. Abbott, Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, appeared for plalntiff, and 
defendants were represented by Mre 
c, A. S, Russ. 


Mr. Willlams snid defendants were 
sureties In a bond which was between 
His Majesty the King and one Li 
Sang. Sometime in October Jnst, Li 
upplied to the S.C.A, to become 
Ileensee of n bonrding house under 
the Asintic Emigrants Ordinance, 
1915, and the Boarding House 
Ordinnnee, 1917. By rte 3 of the 
Boarding House Ordinance, every 
npplicant for a licence must enter 
Into a bond with two suretics ap- 
proved by the S.C.A, in the sum of 
$1,000, The Meencee wan also to 
pbserve the rules and regulations. 

The two sureties In this case were 
the defendants, who signed a bond 
with the applicant on November 2 
lust at te S.C.A. At the time the 
licence was {ssucd, Li wos given a 
copy of the Boarding House rules 
and It was known that this had been 
displayed in the premises, 


According to rule 33 of the Ordin- 
ance, the Heencee must not absent 
himself from the premises without 
the permission of the S.C.A. That 
permission was frequently asked for 
and seldom refused, 


LICENCEE VANISHES 


On March 16 tast, n person who had: 


been staying at the boarding hourc, 
which was for emigrants to Singa- 
pore, gave certain Information to the 
S.C.A, in consequence of which a 
polleemun was sent to the premises. 
it was then found that the Ilcencec 
had been obsent for four days, A 
search for hlm was mode for about a 
week but no trace of him had been 
found. No permission for his absence 
had been applied for, and the board- 
jng house had since been closed, 


The bond, continucd Counsel, wan 
ti penal bond and, uecording to the 
rules, it was deemed a debt due to 
the Crown Ifo breach of the cond- 
{ions was committed, Defendants 
were asked to pay the $1,000 but they 
denied Habillty, 


BASED ON OLD LAWS 


The Crown's case, Mr, Willlams 
submitted, was that this sum was re- 
covernble in whole, The — stb- 
mission, he sald, was based on the 
act of Henry VII, which stipulated 
that all Crown's debts were recover- 
able, and not on the statute of Willfam 
UI, which had no reference to the 

» Crown nt all. 


Mr. Russ admitted all the frets, 
but suid his two polnts were that the 
figure was an arbitrary one fixed 
without reference to any loss, and 
that the same penalty was enforced 

_for. breaches of comparatively great 
and comparatively small tmportunce. 
He further submitted that the Crown 
must rely on the act of Willlam UI, 
for the bond came within its scope. 

His Lordship sold that what was 
left of this act was mercly procedural, 
and Mr, Russ then asked the Court to 
interfere ns to the reusonableness of 
the penalty and to exercise its cquit- 
able jurisdiction that without loss the 
Crown could recover no more than 
nominal damages. 


Mr. Williams replied that the 
amount was named in the bond, and 
if equity was to be taken into con- 
sideration, dhe Court would be obliged 
tu place some figure on every section 


of the Ordinance, .Jt had been Iald’ 


down that the sureties were liable 
for the amount fixed. 


His Lordship gave judgment for 
plaintiff, with costs, saying that the 
Court could not interfere to consider 

+ the rersonableness or otherwise of 
the statutory penalty.

Chinese troops from Hofel advanced 
enstwards to meet the Japanese, and 
severe fighting was now in progress 
at Wanchlashan, north of Chaohsian, 

The situation, pointed out the 
spokesman, was not important, a9 
the total Japanese strength was rc- 
lntively’ small. 

Japanese troops from Yenchen who 
were advancing northwards along the 
sea-coust have been halted at 
Kouancheng, south of  Fuling. 
Japanese claims to have occupied 
Fuling. on. May 6 are believed to be 
premature, as Chinese troops had 
communicated .to headquarters the 
Information that on Monday the 
situation at Fuling was still obscure, 

Turning to the situation south of 
the Yangtse, the Chinese spokesman 
declared that Chincse forces were 
attacking Fuyang, on the north bank 
of the Chientang River, and the 
capital of Cheklang province. 

In Kiangsu, the Chinese were 
attacking Liyang and Yihsing, and 
latest reports indicated they were 
only four miles from the latter city. 
At Liyansy they were approaching 
the elty wall, thus interrupting high= 
way communication between Nank- 
ing and Hangchow.—Reuter.

Hankow, May 10. 
Jupnnese allegations that Soviet 
officers nre directing Chinese troops 
on the south Shantung front drew 
un emphatle denfol from a spokes- 
man of the Natlonal Military Council, 
yesterday. : 


‘The spokesman referred to 
Japanese broadcast at Dairen on May 
7 wnat the commander of the Chineso 
troops defending a ‘village in south 
Shantung on April 19 was suspected 
to be a Soviet officer, and that the 
corpse of a Soviet officer was found 
among the Chinese soldiers killed 
during fighting at Yuwangshan on 
May 4. 


Such fabrications, the spukesman 
anid, must have been purposely made 
by the Japunese military to create 
misunderstandings at home and 
aboard, 


They must be also Intended as an 
cxeuse for the repeated Japanese re- 
verses during recent fighting on the 
south Shantung front, which has al- 
ready resulted in between 30,000 and 
40,000 Japanese casunitics, he added. 

‘The spokesman recalled that dur- 
ing fighting on the Woostung-Shang- 
hat front the Japanese military used 
to circulnte rumours that German 
officers were directing operations tn 
the Chinese army whenever they 
themselves suffered reverses. 


The fact that the large number of 
foreign war correspondents on the 
south Shantung who frequently pro- 
ceed to the fighting IMnes to gainer 
news have never reported the pre- 
sence of Sovict officers among the 
Chinese troops proves the falsity of 
the Japanese alicgations, the spokes- 
man emphnsized.—Central News,

Churchill, Urges 
“Covenant Army” 
Be Mobilised 


—— London, May 9.° 

Mr. Winston Churchill, in a 
speech at Manchester to-night, 
outlined proposals for making 
the League of Nations an all- 
powerful wenpon against aggres- 
sion and aggressors.” : 

He said the plan envisaged 
would ward off the devastation 
and horror of war, It Iay ina 
single sentences’. “Arm and 
stand by the Covenant: of the 
Leagae of Nations.” 


Mr, Churchill suggested that Great 
Britain and France should sny to the 
smalicr, menaced States: .“We are 
not going to help you {f you are not 
going to help yourselves. Are you 
prepared to’ take special service in 
the defence of the Covenant?” 

“Tf we could rally ten well-armed 
States who were bound to resist 
aggression we would be so strong 
that.all danger would be warded off,” 
declared Mr. Churchill. 

“The Danubian and Balkan States 
could be mopped up one by one, but 
together, they. would display an 
enormous Strength.” 

Mr.. Churchill also mentioned 
Sovict Russia, Poland and the Baltic 
ond Scandinavian — countrics as 
possible supporters of such a plan. 

“t do not menn’that we should 
encircle Germany with a ring of 
hostile Powers. We ask no security 
for ourselves that we are not pre- 
pared to extend to Germany. 

“Let her join the club and share 
its privileges und safeguards. 

“Tho alternative to adoption of 
the course suggested ts to give Ger- 
many her colontes, with a freo hand 
to spread the Nazi system in central 
Europe. - : 

“After an Interval we would be 
drawn. into war as an antagonist of 
an overwhelmingty powerful com- 
bination of Nazi states. We would 
find ourselves without a friend.”—

The British Ambassador to China, 
Sir Archibald Kerr Clark Kerr, has 
urged the Japanese authoritics to 
ensure the safeguarding of British 
interests in the line, Sir Robert 
Craigic, the Ambassador to Tokyo, 
hos also'taken up the matter, and 
has asked the Japanese Government 
to afford on carly opportunity to re- 
presentatives of Brit! morigagees 
to inspect and survey the line, and 
to take necessary measures to safe- 
guard the interests of British bond- 
holders. ‘:

The latest developments in 
the Europenn sphere Ieaves the 
mind groping for the real 
intentions of the powers, dis- 
mayed by the inconsistencies of 
diplomacy and altogether un- 
certain of the future trend. But 
tuking the situation ag a whole 
there are one or two hopeful 
aspects; indications of n chang- 
ing mental attitude which may 
encourage the exponents of 
peaceful policy. Since the Ger- 
man occupation of Austria and 
the delicate balance which re- 
sulted, there has been a general 
retreat from violence and an 
apparently genuine attempt on 
the part of one “belligerent” 
nation to reach a compromise 
with a suspected rival, Italy has 
signed an agreement with Great 
Britain, and for the first time 
in years these two nations are 
on terms which do not cause 
misgivings. But the agreement 
was only won at the cost of a 
retreat from the moral stand 
taken by Great Britain, and to 
many is unsatisfactory for that 
reason. Yesterday despatches 
from Europe told of Lord Hali- 
fax having failed to win un: | 
animous recognition at Geneva 
for Italian sovereignty in 
Ethiopia. When it ia remem- 
bered that there were many who 
would have had Britain go to 
war to prevent the Italian oc- 
cupation of this territory, the 
attitude of the Government is a 
little disconcerting. Had the 
intervening developments not 
been known to an observer he 
must have been dumfounded by 
this actually astonishing change 
of policy. And, it must be said, 
he probably would have been 
not w little shocked had he been 
an Englishman, However, the 
word of the Chamberlain ad- 
ministration must be taken that 
the present -attitude is for the 
best.

Baby’s Eyes Must 
Bo Removed = ° 


_, Chicago, May 9. 

_ A medical. problem which ail 
America has been discussing 
was decided to-day by a jury of 
twelve doctors, scientists and 
clergymen, who agreed on the 
desirability of an {immediate 
operation on a_ five-weeks-old 
baby girl, Helaine Colan. 

The baby girl has a growth In the 
head which Is slowly moving towards 
her brain. Cure can be effected only 
by removing her cyes, thus present- 
ing a problem whether death would 
not be preferable to lifelong blind- 
ness, ; 

The baby js stricken with retinal 
bilomn—a cancerous tumour which 
creeps along the optic nerve to- 
wards the brain—in the left 
cye, with the right eye probably 
impaired in a similar manner. 
Without on operation, the child 
would have lved for only five 
months at the most. An operation 
would necessitate severance of the 
optic nerve, with resulting blindness. 

The distraught parents, a young 
Chicago dentist named Herman 
Colan and his wife, threw the onus 
of making a declsion on the jury, 
after whose declslon the baby’s left 
eye was to-day removed. 

A Cemnittee of ceight X-Ray 
specialists will now examine the 
baby to determine the course of 
treatment for the right cyc which, if 
too far affected, will also have to be 
removed if the baby's life is to be 
saved.—Reuter,
